ANTI-CHANDLER 
CANDIDATES WIN 
IN ELLIOTT VOTE

The West Liberty Blue Sox 
launched an 11 hit, 7 run batting 
attack behind the superb 6 hit, 
14 strikeout pitching of their 
southpaw ace, Steve Hamilton, to 
defeat a classy Lexington Park- 
ette nine, 7-4 at League Park in 
Lexington Sunday. The victory 
was the second for the Sox this 
season and also verdict number 2 
over Parkette this year, thus 
moving the local nine into a first 
place tie with Irvine, who edged 
Beattyville Sunday 2-1. 

Bill Markxberry, a sidearming 
import from Cincinnati, started 
on the mound for Lexington but 
was replaced in the top of the 
sixth after being tabbed for 5 
hits and 4 runs through the ini¬ 
tial five frames.

Williams. 

Four new-comers were nom¬ 
inated for other county offices— 
Atty. Thomas M. Davis for county 
attorney; James Phipps for sheriff 
Sambo Whitt for jailer, and L. H. 
Owens for coroner. 

Miss Doris Owens carried Mor¬ 
gan 2136 to 1205 for Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals over Chandler 
backed J. L. Suter. 

Senator Everett Bach polled a 
plurality of 68 in his race for the 
Democratic rc-nomination, and 
Edward E. Bach of Campton pol¬ 
led a plurality of 598 for State 
Representative. 

Lynn B. Wells carried Morgin 
over Judge John A. Keck for Cir¬ 
cuit Judge by 738 votes, and 
Ralph N. Walter polled a margin 
of 243 over incumbent W. Major 
Gardner. 

Some 298 absentee ballots have 
not yet been counted, and the 
election commission said it would 
not count them without a court 
order. 

The election commissioners by 
a 2 to 1 vote decided to not com¬ 
mence tabulation of returns until 
the morning after the election. 
Tabulation of the votes was not 
concluded until about 10 p.m. 
Ftiday night.

ization ot Gov. A. B. Chandler, 
won a smashing victory in her 
quest for the Democratic nom¬ 
ination for Clerk of the Court of 
Appeals. 

Returns from 2.985 of the state’s 
4.086 precincts gave Miss Owens 
208,730 votes to 98.892 for J. L. 
(June) Suter. who had the back¬ 
ing of Gov. Chandler. 

Miss Owens had commanding 
majorities in a’l Congressional 
districts except in the heavily 
Republican Eighth where she was 
nearly equaling Suter. 

She carried Chandler’s home 
county of Woodford 1.360 to 841 
She snowballed Suter in Franklin 
county, seat of Chandler's pol¬ 
itical operations, with 5.683 to 
2,203 votes. 

Miss Owens, an employee of 
the Court of Appeals for years, 
had been appointed clerk by the 
Court of Appealr last winter to 
succeed Charles K O’Connell 
after his death. Gov. Chandler 
had contended he and not the 
court had the power to appoint 
O’Connell's successor. 


Circuit Judge John A. Keck of 
Sandy Hook won re-nomination 
on both the Democratic and Rep¬ 
ublican tickets in Tuesday’s vot¬ 
ing in the Morgan-Carter-Elliott 
district over Atty. Lynn B. Wells 
of West Liberty. Thus there will 
be no contest for Circuit Judge 
this fall. 

Keck won the Democratic nom¬ 
ination by 920 votes in the three 
counties and won the Republican 
nomination by 1,002. Both Keck 
and Wells had filed on the Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican tickets. 
There werq no other candidates. 

In the Democratic primary Keck 
carried Carter by 1,183 and Elliott 
by 485. Wells carried Morgan by 
738. This gave Keck the nominat¬ 
ion by 920 in the district.

Otto Ingram, president of the or¬ 
ganization that opposed building 
the Cave Run dam across Licking 
River near Farmers, won the 
Democratic nomination for County 
Judge of Menifee county over 
three opponents in Tuesday’s pri¬ 
mary.

SANDY HOOK. Ky.. May 31— 
(Special)—Tabulation of Tues¬ 
day's voting in Elliott's 14 pre¬ 
cincts was completed Thursday 
afternoon here, blit Friday 
morning when romtnisaioners 
prepared to cant the absentee 
ballots a representative of Ralph 
N. Walter, close contender for 
Commonwealth Rttornev, obj¬ 
ected to the counting of the ab¬ 
sentees. The election commis¬ 
sioners thereupon locked the 
box of absentee ballots in the 
hank vault and took the quest¬ 
ion under advisement.

Gardnrr had 
carried Carter county 251 hut 
was trailing In YTogran by 47 
votes at noon Friday with 13 
of Uir county's 26 precincts 
tabulated. Thus Gardnrr was 
leading by 181 vote* In the dis¬ 
trict's three counties. To be 
counted yet are 13 precincts 
in Morgan and the absentees in 
Elliott and Morgan.

history or relief 

(Hr Ruth Ann Hill) 

According to the records ot the 
Post Office Department now in 
custody, a post office was estab¬ 
lished at Relief, Morgan County 
on February 11, 1898 It was 

named Relief because the people 
in the community had to go sev¬ 
eral miles to the nearest post of¬ 
fice, and the new post office gave 
them a relief. Edward W. Brown 
had it established Names of the 
postmasters and dates of their ap¬ 
pointments:

It was established approximately 
in 1820. It belongs to the Burn¬ 
ing Springs Association. It has 
about 172 members. The Moder¬ 
ator is Addie Ferguson. Clerk . 
Isaac Ison. Church is conducted 
the first Saturday and Sunday of 
each month. 

(2) Regular Baptist church 
which is called Paint Valley. It 
has about 105 members. It was 
established in 1910. They have 
church there the last Saturday 
and Sunday of the month. 

There are abut 200 people living 
In the community. 

There is one school in Relief, 
called Paint Valley. The old orv- 
burned in 1936 or 1937. The WPA 
built another, a two-room struc¬ 
ture. 

There are two stores in the 
community—Charlie Hill's and 
Marvin Brown's. He has just fin¬ 
ished a self-service store.

The above photo shows “The 
Good Shepherd” window in the 
West Liberty Methodist Church, 
which was chosen by The Pro¬ 
gressive Farmer magazine as "the 
most beautiful and suitable rural 
church window in the South” in 
a recent contest conducted by that 
magazine. 

The magazine sent John Mc¬ 
Kinney, associate editor and staff 
photographer, to West Liberty 
last fall to take color photographs 
of the window for use in the 
magazine. The pictures were car¬ 
ried in the May issue of the mag¬ 
azine and showed the beautiful 
color, design and workmanship 
in the stained glass. Also pic¬ 
tured were the windows of "The 
Comforter" and "Jesus In The 
Temple." 

The Methodist church, located 
at the comer of Main and Pre«- 
tonsburg streets, was built in 
1913. However, some of the 
early settlers were of Methodist 
faith and worshiped in a frame 
structure on Main street that was 
destroyed by fire. In recent 
years the red brick of the present 
building has been painted white. 

Each of the six stained glass 
windows was installed as a me¬ 
morial at the time the church was 
erected. 

The prize-winning window is

Louise was born at Caney (shj 
still refers to the area as Brushy 
Fork) in Morgan County, Ken¬ 
tucky, October 14, 1867. In a fam¬ 
ily of eleven children she was the 
ninth child born to her grand¬ 
father Benton’s eldest child, the 
Rev. William Benton, a Baptist 
minister and school teacher, and 
the former Sirrissi Jane Martin. 
She was christened Charlotte 
Louise Frances Anne Benton, in 
honor of four of her aun^s. two 
on her father’s side of the family 
and two on her mother’s side. “A 
name for a queen," someone said. 

But Louise is not one of those 
"I recall when" individuals. No, 
born with a pioneering spirit, 
she'd much rather pursue some 
more immediate subject: operat¬ 
ing the mangle, making the beds, 
seeing that the closets or that the 
kitchen is in order: or in general 
simply pushing aside any attempt 
to be ushered into an easy chair. 
“Take away my work,” she says, 
“is to take away my life.” 

During the warmer months she 
loves to stroll among the flower¬ 
ing plants. (The house is set in 
three acres of beautifully kept 
lawn, trees and shrubs), and even¬ 
tually make her way back to the 
vegetable patch, “Just to watch 
the garden grow.” 

Down through the years her 
deepest satisfaction has Been one 
of planning, developing, improv¬ 
ing and making the most of any 
resources relative to her home 
and community. At Caney, even 
yet, is evidence of her keen logic; 
the remains of houses she was in¬ 
strumental in building, even apple 
tree she set that still bear fruit. 

Be inquisitive if you wish about 
anything which might have hap¬ 
pened before the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, or after, and she will listen 
patiently, and give you an ans¬ 
wer if it is something about 
which she is familiar. But she 
would much prefer talking about 
you, your accomplishments, oi 
hear how the children are com¬ 
ing along. 

Speaking of her grandparents 
two of Morgan County’s earlier 
settlers, she can tell some delight¬ 
ful anecdotes relating to their 
lives, and she recalled that both 
families had the same unique 
that a town was 
developed on land they each own¬ 
ed: The Thomas Benton family 
owner of the land at Caney, Ky, 
and the Andrew (Andy) Martin 
family owner of the land at Can¬ 
nel City, Ky.

IT’S LOCUST YEAR AGAIN 

That humming noise that seems to pervade 
the very air is not made by bees, birds, sirens 
or the like. This is locust year, which should 
be enough said. 

However, considering the infrequent visits of 
our winged friends, perhaps more should be said 
of them. 

Sometimes called the cicada (pronounced 
si-ka-da), the locust is well known for arriving 
generally one year out of every 17, and accord¬ 
ing to the hums and whines, this is the year. 

There are different types of locusts, but sel¬ 
dom does one bother to make a distinction. Lo¬ 
custs have a nymphal period of from 13 to 17 
years, which accounts for their long absences. 

Locusts are not welcome guests, for they not 
only damage shrubbery and trees but foretell the 
future insofar as war is concerned. 

They burrow inside small twigs of shrubs 
and trees and lay their eggs. This cutting into 
the stems weakens branches so much that often 
the branches die. Locusts cut only into smaller 
twigs, seldom attacking large trees or tree limbs. 

“Fortune-tellers” that They are, this year’s 
visitors have on their wings the “W”, which ac¬ 
cording to old-timers, means there will be a war. 
and there usually is. When the locusts cry 
"Pharoah,’’ the old-timers will tell you it was a 
warning of the plague locusts sent on the Egyp¬ 
tians when Pharoah would not let the Israelists 
go to the promised land. 

And, ladies, it is not the female that makes 
all the noise. The male locust emits those pro¬ 
longed shrill notes by vibrating membranes of 
special sound organs. 

Larvae of the locust go into the ground, and 
in the case of the 17-year-locust, takes that many 
years to develop. 

In a broad sense, a locust is any grasshopper 
of the Acrididae family. Some of the species are 
considered good food in Eastern countries, and 
canned grasshopper is available in some Ameri¬ 
can cities, including Louisville. 

If the winged visitors start doing too much 
damage in this area, maybe the best way to rid 
the section of them would be to boil or roast a 
few. We think maybe a locust barbecue would be 
the ultimate in outdoor living one reads so much 
about these days 


NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING l T P 

Although the advent of television brought 
about a large outlay of money from manufactur¬ 
ers and producers, it is interesting to note that 
national advertisers invested a record $737,000,- 
000 in the newspapers of the United States last 
year. 

According to semi-official tabulations, the 1956 
total was over six percent above the total spent 
for newspaper advertising in 1955. General ad¬ 
vertising—all national advertising except auto¬ 
mobiles—increased 12.5 percent last year.

TOP PRICES QUOTED 

City people who claim prices of farm prod¬ 
ucts are high enough to make farmers rich should 
know that they often read only top prices. Head¬ 
lines in newspapers may say hogs sell for $19.80. 
which a few of them do. But many of them sell 
away down from that figure, probably down to 
$11 or $13. Top cattle may have commanded 
$26.50, as they did one day recently, but the 
bulk of them brought $13 to $16. Read the fine 
print to know just what prices are.

THE FARM PROGRAM 

Hershel D. Newsom, master of the 850,000- 
member National Grange, has called for a re¬ 
examination and re-evaluation of governmental 
farm programs which, he said, promise no sound 
or lasting solution of a steadily worsening farm- 
income situation. The five-year decline in farm 
prices and income, interrupted only for a few 
months in early 1956, coupled with steadily rising 
costs of production, has weakened agriculture 
and created a serious national problem. Newsom 
said. 

The Grange leader says that “attempts in 
recent years to solve the farm income problem 
by lowering price supports for most farm com¬ 
modities have largely failed, because that route 
is basically unsound in theory and impractical in 
practice. 

“The theory has been that lower farm prices 
would increase consumption and reduce produc¬ 
tion, thus balancing supplies with demand, which 
would bolster farm income. Yet today the farm 
parity ratio equals the lowest level since before 
World War II, and rural purchasing power has 
re-established its downward trend, in decided 
contrast to the status of nonrural America. 

• 

CURE FOR INFLATION 

According to a correspondent, a sure cue for 
inflation is for everybody to buy less, instead of 
more. He adds that it need be only a little less, 
if enough people cooperate. Also they might 
limit their buying to what they could pay for. 
either now or in the future. Unrestrained credit 
has encouraged families to live beyond their 
means, to buy things they don’t need and prob¬ 
ably can never pay for. Children in such fami¬ 
lies are brought up to think nothing of debt, but 
to demand more and more. They laugn aooutl 
the national debt and refuse to believe it could 
become another form of slavery. 

• 

LAND PRICES UP 

Economists and other persons who argue that 
land sells according to productive value should 
know that land has been going up while prices 
of farm products have been dropping. Farm in¬ 
come has decreased 25 percent since 1951, while 
land prices have risen about 15 percent. There 
are said to be many reasons for this peculiar 
condition. Farmers themselves are buying addi¬ 
tional land, intead of risking their money in 
stocks, bonds, city real estate and town stuff. 
They are playing as safe as possible, some of 
them remembering what happened after World 
War I. Then there is belief that in the long 
run land will pay better, since population is in¬ 
creasing and more people are living in cites and 
towns.

| community of the county, and 
farmers interested in additional 
income will have the opportunity 
to visit their neighbor’s flock at 
any time. Because of the shortage 
of these western breeding ewes 
which will shear twice as much 
wool as the old native ewes has 
and will produce almost twice 
as many pounds of lamb and pro¬ 
duce early lambs when the market 
is high and because of lack of 
fencing and the lack of experience 
with sheep as well as high labor 
cost on ranches sheep have al¬ 
ways been one of the very best 
enterprises. 

The County Agent and other 

sheep farmers will assist any far¬ 
mer in locating desirable types of 
ewes at a reasonable price. Re¬ 
cently Lonnie Click, who is a 

teacher in the Vocational Agri¬ 
cultural Veteran Training Pro¬ 
gram, assisted Wyck Smith in 

purchasing 54 outstanding Mont¬ 
ana black-faced yearling ewes. 

The County Agent has held 

several sheep shearing training 
schools over the county to teach 
the Austrailian quick shearing 
method. This is the fastest met¬ 
hod and also the method which 
keeps the wool clip together and 
in the best possible condition. 
However some farmers prefer to 
use the old method where they 
tie the sheep and this method is 
alright, but the easiest way toe 
each individual person to do the 
job is the method which should 
be used. 

The supply of western ewes will 
be short this year, and they should 
be on the farms by the middle of 
July for early lambing. Either 
yearling white-faced ewes or 
yearling black-faced of several 
types can be used with good re¬ 
sults. Breeding ewes can be or¬ 
dered in carload lots directly 
from the West or can be purchased 
from several sheep dealers.
